legitimate. And indeed, at this time, the 
apprehenſions of the Erng/ih were ſo 
ercat of Popery, and of being inflaved by 
it's means,and by the Match that was con- 
cluded with Phillip, to the Yoke of Spain, 
a5 that it cauſed ſome to break out into 
Rebellion, as Wyat and others. 

But notwithſtanding the Papiſts had 
got their will, by procuring, after much 
oppoſition, the Roman Religion to be eſta- 
bliſhed in the Kingdom, by authority of 
Parliament, and thoſe AQts to be repealed 
that had becn made againſt the Sce of 
Rome, in the time of Henry the 8th, and

Elizabeth, the onely Child then Iiving 
of King Henry the Eighth, facceeded her 
iter in the I hrone, on the 17th of No- 
gvember 1558. And a Parliament having 
been convened {ome time before Queen 
Marys Death, after her Diſlolution had 
been for ſome hours concealed, the News 
tnercof was carried to the Lords, then f1t- 
ting 1n the Houſe of Peers, who. after a 
ſhort Debate amongſt themſelves, ſent a 
Mellage to the Speaker of the Houle of 
Commons, defiring him and all the Mem- 
bers of that Houſe to come immediate= 
y to them; And they being come, Heath 
\rch-biſhop of Tork ,and Lord Chancellor 
of England, 11gnified unto them, that the 
ord had been plealcd to take to his Mer- 


cy the late Queen Mary, that by Right of 
ucceſſion the Crown did belong to the 
Princeſs Elizabeth, and that therefore they 
vcre delired ro concurr in the proclaim- 
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ing the new Queen, with all pothble Ex 
peditionz which being unanimouſl; 
agreed to by the Houle of Commons 


ſhe was incontinently proclaimed' Quee; 
of England, France, and Ireland, Defen 


dreſs of the Faith, in the Palace-yard c 


Weſtminſter, in the preſence of the Lord 
and Commons, and preſently after 1 
Cheap-jide, in the preſence of the Lor 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Principal Citi 
zers, :with great Acclamarions, and CX 
traordinary joy of the People. 

Ic was not long before ſome of th 
Lords brought her the News of her Siſt 
ers Death, with the General acknowledg

During theſe TranſaRions, the great 
Renown and Glory of Queen Elizabeth's 
Reign, having invited Corcille, Siſter to 
the King of Sweden, and Wife to Chri- 
/topher Marqueſs of Bader, to come, tho 
big with Child, from the fartheſt Places 
of the North, to ſee the Luſtre of her 
Court, and obſerve the Wiſdom of her 
Government ; after a tedious Voyage by 
Sea and Land, ſhe at length arrived at 
Dover, where ſhe was received with all 

ible Magnificence and Reſpect, and 
entertained by the Queen all the whule 
ſhe ſtayed here, with all the Tendernels, 
Afﬀection, and Splendour imaginable. 
Within a few days after her Arrival, ſhe 
tell im Labour, and was delivered ot a 
Son, whom the Queen chriſtned in her 
own Perſon, by the Name of Edwardw 
Fortimatus; Edward, in Memory of het 
dearly beloved Brother ; and Fortunatus, 
in regard of his being born after a pain- 
ful Journey.

Inthe mean time, Queen Elizabeth was 
again ſollicited ro Marry, by thoſe who

\ and amongſt other offers, the Emperour

{ome of the Owners theinſelves bcing 
aftraid the Duke of Alva would fcizc 
upon it: Yet the retigioutly pronutcd 
to reſtore it, 1t it was "made our that 
Itwas tC Sp miards own Money.

11 Heretick. But after theſe Rebels 
had by their Declarations invited all

The Heads of tic 
Rebels being convicted of High Treafor 
wcie prof (cribed. and ſcveral of them ex- 
ecuted : Preſently after which, there broke 
forth a new Rebellion 1 in Cumber! and, tin 
mumNber of the Rebels amounting to 
three thouſand Men; but, were foughr 
routed, and diſperſed, by the Baron © 
Hunſe Jon. There was likewiſe a Rebeilt- 
in Ire/and, but was quickly cxtinguithcd 
through the Queens prudent Condud, 
and the Orders ſhe {ent to the Deputy 
of that Kingdom. Burt notwithſtanains 
thelc Commorions both in Enelmd and 
Ireland, ſhe failed not to aflift the French 
Protcſtants, with Men, Moncy and Am- 


NUnition, Bur, as the Queen altſted ”_ 
Fr 4 "H{C J 
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French, the French Ring, outof Reyerge, 
dcirgnea to have done the fame to the 
Soi:s, had he not becn prevented by 
Deatn. 

During theie Occurrences, Murray, 
Regent of Scotland, when he had {cried 
all things to his Dcfre, and thought 
himicit {ecure againſt all Artempts, he 
was ſhot by one Hamilto in the Beliv., 
as he was riding along the Streets 1n 
Litchquo; of which Wound, he wmme- 
diately dyed, the Aflaſhinate making his 
Eſcape into France. Preſently after his 
Death, the Scots that were devoted tro Wi" 
their Queen, bcing joyned with the Engliſh . Þ*! 
Fugitives and Rebels, made ſome Incur- 8! 
{ions into Erg/and; bur, Forces being ſent 
againſt them under the Earl of Suſſex 
and the Lord Hunſdon, they were de- 
tcated, and the Borders of that Kingdom 
{everely puniſhed for their Folly. After 
which Pertormances, the Engliſh afhſted 
their Friends in Scotland, and by ſo do- 
ing, removed from the King, the Ha- 
miltons, and the reſt who ſtood for the 
depoled Queen. Whereupon, the Lords || 
of that Kingdom met together about |þ 
chooſing a new Regent, and demanded !{| 


(Queen 
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Queen Ehzabetl*s Advice in the Bulincſs; 
bur ſhe replied, That ſhe would not be 
concerned 1n it, Jeſt 1t. any thing fhould 
be done to the prejudice of the Queen of 
Seots, ſhe might be ſuſpected for it : where- 
upon they created the Earl of Lenox Re- 
cent; which was the more pleaſing to 
Queen Elzuberh, as hoping he would 
have a particular carc of the young King, 
being his Grand-child, and hve in good 
Intelligence with the Engliſh, by Favours 
and Benehts he had received during his 
abode among them, and -be at her-De- 
yotion, becauſe ſhe had his Wife in her 
Power. 

W hilft Queen Elizabeth was thus al- 
fiiting the Queen's Party in Scotland, 
the Duke of Ca#/?-Herault, the Earls of 
Huntley and Argyle, the Queen of” Scots 
Licutenants, ſend an Envoy to the Duke 
of Atva, to demand his Afſiſtance and 
Offices, in favour of their Queen ; 
which he readily granted, promiſing to 
do all that lay in his Power to fatis- 
fie their Requeſt ; and thereupon ſent 
them Arms, Powder, Cannon and Mo+ 
ney. In the mean time, the French 


and Spaniſh Ambaſſadours.requelt __—_ 
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Elizabeth, in the name of their Maſters, 
to {er the Queen of Scots at Liberty; to all 
which Importunities, @ween Elzabeth re- 
turned Anſwer, T hat as ſhe would do all 
that lay in her Power to reconcile the 
Queen of Scots and her Subjects, ſo ſhe 
thought it was bur Juſtice in her to pro- 
vide for her own, and her Subjects 
Satcry. And now the Pope, ſeeing that 
thele Princes could not procure that 
eens Liberty, he cauſed one Felton to 
faſten up in the Night-time his Bull De- 
-laratory, upon the Biſhop of Londor!s 
Palace z wherein, he abſolved all @xeer 
Elizabeth's Subjects from their Oath of 
Allegiance, or any other Duty ; and 
all who obey her, accuricd with Anathe- 
na. Whereupon, Felton being taken, 
and confeting, and juſtifying the Fact, 
he was condemned, and executed accor- 
dingly, near the Place where he had fixed 
up the Bull. 

About this time, were ſome Commo- 
tons, and Suſpicions of more; amongſt 
the reſt, a Conſpiracy of ſome Norfo/k 
Gentlemen, to ſet the Duke of that Name 
at liberty; but ſoon detcated, and ſome 
ot them executed. 

The 
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he Duke of Norfolk was delivered out 
ot the Tower the ſame day that Fe/ton was 
Executed, having Contciled, and asked 
toroivencls of his Crime, with a promitc 
_ under his hand, never to think of Mar- 
rving the Queen of Scots, nor to do any 
ring more againſt the Queens Autho- 
rity. 

Shortly after which, broke out a new 
Conſpiracy in Darbyſhire , whereof the 
principal Ringleaders were two ofthe Star 
/eys, being the younger Sons of the Earl 
of Darby; their Deſign was to have trecd 
the Been of Scots out of Priſon : Burthe 
Plot bcing revealed by one of the Con- 
ſpiracy, the Heads of it were taken, and 
putinto Priton. 

Hercupon followed an Expedition 11to 
Scotland, under the Ear! of Suſſex and 
the Lord Scroop, who forced the Scots, of 
thc 2zeen of that Names Party, to givc 
itundertheir hands, that they would ab- 
itain from War, and toriake the Erng// 
Rebels. 

®Pueen Elizabeth being now full of Om- 
brage and Suſpitions, by realon of thc 
ſeveral late Confpiracies, and the Popes 
Bull, ſhe fenr Sir William Cecyl, and 

ll 
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Sir Walter Mildmay tothe Queen of Scots, 
© Treat with her ; they found her be- 
moaning hcr Condition, cxcuſing Nor- 
fotk , and referring her (elt wholly to the 
®zeens Clemency, they propoſed, that 
the Treaty of Edenborough ſhould bc 
confirmed ; thar ſhe ſhould renounce hcr 
Title and Claim to Ergland, as long as 
een Elizaleth, and the Chilaren law- 
tully born of her Body ſhould hve : 
that ſhe ſhould not renew or keep any 
League with any Foreign Prince againſt 
England : thatſhe ſhould not receive any 
Forcign Souldicrs into Sco:/ind: that ihe 
ſhould have no intercouric of Counlcls 
with the Engih or Iriſh, without ac- 
quainting the Pueen therewith: that the 
ſhould deliver up the Eng kugitives or 
Rcbels: that ſhe ſhould recompence thc 
Cammages aone to the Eng Borderers :

And now Quecn Elxzabeth, having 
compleated the T weltcth year of her 
Reign, which ſome W 1zzards had flat- 
tered the Papiſts that it wovld be het 
aſt, the People, out of their great Aﬀe- 
ton and Loyalty to her Majeſty, cele- 
rated the 17th of November, with all

But whilſt theſe things were acting in 
gland, the Queen of Scots Party was 
very much oppreſſed in; Scot7and, ſeveral 
of her principal Adherents being put w 
Death, and their ſtrongeſt Holds taken 
Gr 2 37t- 
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in. In France was the Marriage now o- 
lemnizced kerwcen Char /es the Ninth, thc 
French King, and Elizabeth of Auſtria, | 
Daughter to the Emperour Maximilian, 
ro Congratulate which, the Lord Buckþur|? 
was ſent into France by 2ueen Elizabeth, 
and was there received with all the Ho- 
nours and Pomp imaginable and poſhibly 
themore, in re{pect of a Motion that the 
French Court deligned to make in favour 
of a Match between the Duke of Anjou 
and the Pueer of England. 


After the Lord Buckbur}? had per- 


formed his Commifhon, he returned 


home with great Preſents, and with one 
Cavalcantio a Florentine, who had atten- 
ded him in his Embaſly. T his Cavat- 
cantiobeing a prudent Perſon, was entru- 
ſted by the Queen Mother of France, to 
make a motion of this Match to Queen 
Elizabeth. Which he accordingly petr- 
tormed, and the Queen ſeemed to liſten 
fayourably to the Propoſal; for by this 
Match, there ſhould be added to the 
Kingdom of England, the Dukedoms of 
Anjou, Bourbon, Avern, and poſſibly the 
Kingdomof France iticlt. VV hereupona 
Treaty was held, in which the French 
Propo- 
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propoſed three Articles, one concerning 
the Coronation of the Duke ; another con- 
cerning the joint Adminiſtration of the 
Kingdom; a third, concerning a tolera- 
tion of his Religion ; whereto 1t was rc- 
plyed, that the two firſt Articles might 1n 
ſome ſort be compoſed, bur hardly rhc 
third ; for though a contrary Religion 
might be tolerated between Subjects of 
the ſame Kingdom; yer between a Wiſe 
and her Husband, it ſeemed very incon- 
gruous and inconvenient ; however the 
matter was brought at length ro this Con- 
cluſion, that if the Duke would afford his 
preſence with the Queen at Divine Service, 
and not refuſe to hear and learn the Do 
ctrine of the Church of Eng/ind, he 
ſhould not be compelled to uſe the Eng/ſh 
Rites, but at his plealure uſe the Ro- 
man; not being expres!ly againlt the 
"Word of God. But they could 
not accommodate theſe Nicerics ; 
infomuch that the Treaty was quite 
broak off, after it had continued almoſt 
a Year.

Amonegſt others of thoic Devyilliſh Inftru- 
ments of Popery, was the Biſhop of Roſs, 
the Queen of Scots Ambaſlador ; who 
made it his whole Buſineſs to excite and 
ſtir up People to Rebellion.

aoainſt the Qacen's Lite ; the Privy 
Council, after mature Deliberation in 
me Buſinels,, notwithſtanding his Cha- 
rafter, thought fit he ſhould be tcnr, and 
kept cloſe Priſoner in the Tower; which 
was accordingly dore.: as lixewi{2 with 
the Duke of Nofok, who was again 
committed to the ſame Pace, 1t having 
been diſcovered by a Pacqurzt of Letters, 
that he ſtill continued in his Afﬀections, 
Deſtgn to marry, and tree out of Priton 
the Queen of Scots; having for that end 
kept correſpondence with the Pope, anc 
the other Enemies of the Crown, and 
traiterouſly conſulted to take away the 
Qicens Life, and to bring in Foreign 
Forccs to invade the Kingdom ; for which 
being brought to his Tryal, he was 
found guilty by his Peers, and accor- 
dingly behcaced. 

The Parliament being aflembled upon 
this occaſion, it was EnatteJ amongſt 
other Laws, that if any man ſhould go

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About this time Matthew Stuart , 
Earl of Lenox, Regent of Scotland, and: 
the King's Grandfather , was {urprized 
unawarcs by the Nobility of the adverie 
Faction, and having yielded himlelt ro 
David Spence of- Wormſtone, who there- 
upon Joſt his Lite in- his Defence, and 
they were both {latn together by Be//' and 
Chaulder, after he had with great Pains 
and care governed the Kingdom tor his 
Grandchild aboye fourteen Months ; and

This Regent enacted .many profitable 
Laws for the Defence of Religion a- 
gainſt Papiſts and Hereticks, in the 
King's Name. Bur, the Protection and 
keeping of the King's Perlon, he con- 
fhirmed to Alexander Ereskn, Earl of Marre 
(ro whom the Cuſtody of theK ings,n their 
tender years, belongeth by a parti-

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cular Priviteage) though he were in his 
Minority: And now the Regent meeting 
with ſome Oppoſition through the Pra- 
Ctices of the French, he implorcd Aid of 
Queen EZlz2beth, which ſhe granting 
hm, he therewith overcame his and the 
Kingdom's Enemies, and brought tiiat 
Reaim 1mo a very ictled and quiet Po- 
ſturc. 

AvOUt this time, the Biſhop of Roſe 
was Ict out of Priſon, but expelied Eng- 
{ind; and beings abroad, he continued 
his Sollicitations to the Pope and all Ca- 
thol:ck Princes, in favour of the Qucen 
OL Scots, his Vuitreis, from all whom he 
received fair Promiics, but no Pertor- 
mances. And indeed he had lo#t rhe 
main ſupport of his Hopes in the Duke 
of Alva, who about that time was recall'd 
from his Government of the Low Coun- 
treys, both for that he was grown too 
Great, and that the People there had a 
Mortal Averiton for his Perſon, by rea- 
fon of his Cruelty.

ned 
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ncd to Death, which he ſuffered very un- 
dauntedly, after having received the 
Communion with Druke. On the twen- 
ticth of Auga;f, he ſer Sail with three 
Ships, for the two lefler he had betore left 
to the Waves, ſhipping the Men and 
Amunirtion into the reſt, to rhe Stre:ght 
of Magellan; the ſixth of September cn- 
tring into the wide Southern Ocean; cal- 
ledthe Pacifique Sea; he found it cxtream 
Tempeſtuous, inſomuch, thar his Ships 
were diſperſed by Storm ; in the one of 
which John Winter was Maſter, who re- 
rrned back into England. Drike himlelt, 
with only one Ship; Coaſted along the 
Shoar, until he came to Mouch Ifland. 
And ſetting Sail trom thence, he found a 
Barbarian fiſhing in a {mall Boar, who 
taking: our Men to be Spaniards, gave 
them.notice, that there rode at Anchor, a 
great Spaniſh Ship, atV://4 Parizo, anddi-

Ship. Ardrow thinking himle]t {u$ct- 
ently rich, he relolved to make Sail for 
Ernglind; and loon the third of November 
1589, he arrived at Plymwth, having 
ſayled round about the World in the ſpace 
of three Years, to his Eternal Re- 
nown, and the great admiration of all 
Men. 

He was gracioully received by the 
Queen, who yer ſequeſtred his Goods, 
that they might be forth coming if the 
King of Spain demandcd them : And her 
Majeſty having given ordcr for his Ship 
to be - ng on ſhoar nearDeptford,where- 
to, and where it docs remain for a Monu- 
ment ; and in it being conſecrated for a 
Memorial with great folemnity ; and 
having been there treated with grcat 
Magnificence, her Majeſty conferred 
the Honour of Knighthood upon 
Captain Drake. But the Spanih Embal- 
fadour in Eng/md began to bluſter 
and re-demanded the Goods that had 


been taken by Drake, and made 
Complaints 
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Complaints of the Engih fayling in 
the American Scas: To wnom the Queen 
replied, T hat the had caulcd the Goods 
to be fequetired, and that they were 
torth-coming, for the King of Spazr's fa- 
tisfaction ; notwithſtanding that the Been 
had been at greater Expences in {upprel- 
{ing the Rebcllions that had been rat- 
ſed by the Spaniards Inſtigations in Eng- 
{and and Ireland, than all the Money 
that Dr.:he had brought with him : And 
as for ſaying on the American Sea, that 
it was as lawful for her Majeſties, and 
and other Princes Subjects, as rhe King 
of pairs; and that ſhe conld not ac- 
knowledge any Right in the Pope to ap- 
propriate thoſe or any other Countreys 
to any Perſon. However, the King of 
Spairs Agent in this Buſineſs, had a great 
Sum of Money repayed him, which, 1n- 
ſtead of being reſtored to the Owners, 
was employed againſt the Queen, and 
the Proteſtants in the Low Countrics ; 
where the Engliſh did extraordinary Ex- 
ploits in behalt of the conteacrated States, 
General Norr raifingrthe Sicge of Fenwick, 
that was beſieged by the Forces of the King 


of Srain, and ſhortly after fought another 
Ipa- 
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Spaniſh Army, but, being over-powered 
with Numbers, made a gallant Retreat. 
In the mcan time, new Troubles were 
raiked in Scotland, ſome envving the 
Duke of Lenox his great Favour with the 
King, accuſed him of endeavouring to 
pervert the King to Poperv, and allure 
him into France, which ſuſpicions he en- 
deavourcd to dithpate; and thinking 
thoſe Rumours were promoted by Morton, 


and that he was not ſecure as long as Morton * || 


lived, he cauſed him to be beheaded, as 
acceſſory to theDeath of the King's Father. 

During theſe T ranſaftions, the Match 
with the Duke of AZmzon was prolecu- 
ted afreſh, ſeveral of the Principal Lords 
of France coming over for that end, and 
ſhortly after that Duke himlelt came over 
hither.

The Hcad | 8 
of this League was the Duke of Cuiſe, | ' BF 
who finding his Party much the ſtrongelt, | | 
and being above meaſure extolled by the 
Catholicks of all Partics, it inſpired him 
with the: Vanity of aiming at the Crown 
for himielt; which the King being len{t- 
ble of, cauled him to be pur to Death, | 
at the Ailemtly ot Blows, in the midit of 
all his Hopes. Hereupon, extraordinary 
Combuſltions and Diſtractions followed ; ' 
and at length, the King himſfelt was moſt 
impiouſly murdered by a Monk ; afier 
which, the Popith FaCticn POLIO [3 
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the Cardinal of Bozillon King of France, 
bur the King of Navarr, being the next 
Heir, proclaimed King at the ſame timc 
by all wrue Subjects, and fupplyed with 
Men and Money by Queen Elizabeth 
he not only maintained his Cauſe again{f 
his Enemies, but vanquiſhed them upon 
all Occaſions. Ir was now, that the King 
ol Scots contrafted Marriage with Arr 
Daughter of the King of Denmark, with 
Queen E7zabeth's Conſent; and which 
was afterwards conſummated by him in 
Norway. 

In the mean time, the Queen conti- 
nued her Preparations againſt all Sur- 
prizes of her Enemics; ſhe Iikewile ſoon 
quaſhed and quieted the Commotions that 
were then in Ire/znd, compoſed and re- 
conciled the Difterences thatwere amongſt 
the States of the Low Countries, took 
care to aſhſt them againſt their Enemies; 
I! reſtrained Pyrares, and upon the Defirc 
My of the French King, ſent the Earl of Efex 


mr with an Army to his Afhiſtance, wherein 
1} the Engliſh performed extraordinary 
11} things; and Sir #oger Williams, 1n Ho- 


| nour of his Nation, ſent a Challenge to

open Field; for which, and ſeveral other 
couragious Exploits, the French King 
highly exrolled him, in his Letters to the 
Queen. The King of Po/and and Prince 
of Moldavia, being under 11] Circum- 
ſtances with the Great Turk, implored 
Queen F4zabeths Interceſſion in their be- 
halt; which ſhe readily granted, and ob- 
tained a Peace for them upon very ad- 


vantagious I crms. 
At this time, Brian O Rorl, an Iriſh Po- 


tentate, was convicted at WeſtminF#er, and 
hanged tor High Treaſon; as likewilc, 
one Hacket, with his Adherents, for their 
blaſphemous Carriage and Expreſſions. 
A new Proclamation came our likewitc 
againſt the Papiſts, and for the Preſerva- 
tion of the Church of Englund, as eſta- 
bliſhed. Sir 7ohn Perrot was likewile about 
this time, tryed and condemned tor I rea- 
ſon, bur repricved by the 2xeen. About 
this time, the Colledge of Dublin was 
conſtituted an Univerliity;z and then broke 
out {ome new I roubles in Scotland, 
through the Inſtigations of the Lord Both- 


well, for which he was proclaimeda T ray- 
cor. | 
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tor. In the mean time dycd the Prince 
of Parma, a Perion of extraordinary Ac- 
complithments, and admired by his ycry 
Enemies. Juſt betore whole Death, the 
Earl of Effex was recalled home out ct 
France, after very great performances, 
and having challenged the Govycr- 
nour oft Roan, one of the moſt con{1dera- 
ble Lords of France, who thought it not. 
fateto anſiver him. In the mean while Sir 
Iatter Rawleigh was lent into America, 
with a conſiderable Fleet, for the inter- 
cepting the Spaniſh Navy, but recelving 
intelligence, that it roads not come out 
that Year, - hedivided his Flecttoſce what 
other Prizes they could get, and thcre- 
upon took a great Coragque, called, The 
Mother of God, the Prize bcing valued at 
above an hundred and fifty thouſand 
Pounds ſterling, betides what the Officers 
and Souldicrs had pilftred for them-

Ar this time the French King being tur- 
ned Catholick, and having by an Am- 
baſſadour acquainted Queen Elizabet/

There was likewiſc a new.,butfalſe rumour, 
pread abroad, that the Spaniards were 
quipping a Fleet for the invading of 
Eng/and again. At which time two Pa- 
aiſts were exccuted for having deſigned 
he Death of the Bueen., The King of 
Scots was now making Levies all over 
Scotland, for the joyning with Bueen El- 
zabeth, and reſiſting the Spaniard. Sir 
Walter Rawleigh being now under ſome 
Diſgrace at Court, undertook a Voyage

the Engliſh being bur fifteen hundred,

wounded, cight Captains. killed, every 
man of the reſt hurt. 

During theſe Occurrences, dycd Philip 
King of Spain, and the Earl of Cumber- 
{md returned home from an Expedition 
he had undertook againſt the S; amard ; 
wherein he did great Dammage to them, 
but gaincd little profit to himtelt. About 
this time, was executed one Edward Squire 
for attempting to kill and poyſon the 
Queen, and ſome of her chict Miniſters, 
having been excited thereunto by the 
Jeluits and Popiſh Pricfts. Shortly aitcr 
which, was founded the Company of 
the Eaſt India Merchants, the Queen al- 
lowing them very large Priviledges. Some 
time after, Sir Richard Leviſon and Sir 
IWillian Monſon, with cight men of War,

the 2ucen to attempt ſomething upon the 
Spaniard, who a little before had {ent 
conliderable Forces to the Aftiſtance of 
the Rebells in Ireland; who being joyn- 
ed with them, made an Army of above 
twelve thouſand men : and now, thinking 
themſelves ſecure of Victory, as being 
double the number of the Engliſh, they 
reſolved to fight, but were utterly defcat- 
ed by the Engliſh, twelve kundred being 
ſlain, and moſt of the reſt taken Prifon- 
ers, the Spaniſh General, with moſt of the 
Officers, being of the Number ; and the 
other Spaniſh Commanders were forced 
to deliver up the Forts they held in that 
Kingdom, and depart; - whereupon, Tir- 
Oen, and the reſt of the Rebells, tubmit- 
red themſelves, without any Condition, 
to the 2een. Now, though the Dutch 
had failed of the promiſed Athltance ro 
Leviſon and Monſon, yet they fir{t attack- 
ed the Spaniſh Navy, to which, they did 
erear Damage; and at length, rook an 


Tndian Carraque of {1xteen hundred Tun, 


and worth a Million of Duckets; though 
it lay under the ſhelter of one of their 
Forts, and guarded by eleven Gallies; and 
returned home, haying loſt but fiye men 


in their Voyage. Ar

Ar this time,there happening ſome Dit- 
pute in Eng/. nd, between the / 9p and 
Secular Prieſis, the Queen, by Proclama- 
tion, commanded tem © depart the 
Realm immediately. She likewiſe inter- 
cceded with the French King, in Favour 
of ſome Princes of the Proteſtant profeſſion 
in France. And now in the Year 1692: 
the Queen finding the Infirmities of old 
Age coming upon her, having lived three- 
ſcore and nine Years. {x Months, and 
ſeven days; reigned fourand torty years, 
four Months. and ſeven Da s, ſhe retire 
ro Richmond, where ſhe f. ed, on the 
rwenty fourth day of March, being the 
laſt day of the Year, 15692. having a little 
before her Death, ſnpplyed the States of 
Geneva with a con{iderable SUM of Mony, 
upon the notice ſhe had of the Duke of 
Smvoy's prattifing againſt, and opprethng 


his Neisnbours and Subjects of the Re- 
tormed Religion. 
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
